Théy had to stand from 
Point Barrow several times owing to the ice 
standing on shore. Aug. 14, a breeze from tne 
north and northwest broke up the ice. The 
whales made their appearance, and soon all the 
ships were actively engaged northeast of 
Point Barrow. The wind held from the west 
to northeast until the night of Aug. 
18, when it began blowing fresh 
from tlie east- northeast. All the ships 
stood in there and anchored to avoid the drift- 
ing ice. On the evening of the 19th the wind 
increased and hauled to the north, 
BRINGING THB 10 ON en 

and we all run under the south side off Point 
Barrow, where we found a lee for four hours, 
but the next afternoon were obliged to 
run south as far as Cape Smith. 
The Rainbow ana Three Brothers remained 

Point Barrow. For the next three days 

es were numerous at Cape Smith, and the 
ships were busy taking some. Meantime the 
wind set from the west, causing an uneasy feel- 
ing. The space occupied by the ships extend- 
ed seven or eight wiles off shore, running 
along by the land south. This kept 
steadily closing. On the ad the wind 
freshened from the west-northwest, and all the 
ships except the Rambow and Three Brothers, 
which were still anchored at Point Barrow, were 
surrounded Aly drift-ice. Beat to the south 
west. In the afternoon the wind began hauling 
south of west, but we still hoped before the ice 
closed on us to reach the open sea, or at least 
Sea-Horse Islands, where we could find shelter. 
At sanset the ice stopped our progress. 

On the morning of the 24th a thick fog set in. 
At this time a heavy ice pack reached along the 
whole coast about two miles to leeward, the 
ships all lying in an open strip of water between 
that andthe shore. The Clara Bell lost her 
rudder, ran near the shore, and anchored. 

THE ICE CLOSED AROUND HER 
anda large berg grounded south of her and 
formed a breakwater,behind which she lay. The 
bark Florence drifted up to Cape Smith, and 
got under the lee of the grounded iceberg, 
which proved’ ber salvation. The ships Jose- 
phiae, St. George, /Cornelius Howland, and 
barks Camilla, James Allén, and Onward were 
inclosed by the pack during the afternoon, and 
drifted rapidly to the northeast between Woody 
and Refuge inlets, The ship Marengo, under 
all safl, got within three er four ship’s lengths 
of the open water, and then the ice closed on 
her. As we neared Point Barrow the current 
slackened, and for two days we drifted 
slowly. The Rainbow and Three Broth- 
ers, under Point Barrow, lay in com- 
parative safety, witnesses of our distress, 
but were unable ‘to render assistance. The 
Marengo, St. George, and bark Acers Barns 
each sent a boat ashore, intending to follow 
with others, containing provisions and supplies 
in case of disaster, but,owing to the ice starting 
afresh, were unable to do so. On the 26th, 
the First Officer of the Three Brothers, with 
a boat 's crew, took the wife of Capt. Hackmott 
off the bark Acers Barns to his ship for 
safety. The next day the St. George's men at- 
tempted to haul a boat ashore over the ice, but 
were 
> CAUGHT IN A FOG. 

Thirteen of them got on board the Rainbow 
and Three Brothers. The others regained the 
ship except one, who perished on theice. The 
next day the thirteen tried to get bgck to the 
St. George. They never reached her. Eleven 


were rescued by Capt. Owen, of the Three 
Brothers; the ether two were frozen to death

prospect now was very gloomy. 
ships were Bela helplessly in the icc, aud drift- 
ing rapidiy northeast, Aug. 28, reached the 
end of the bank, and the current changed to 
the cast.

The situation was worse than 
ever, the ae? ee being an easterly gale.

The crew of the Marengo at- 
tempted to get ashore, dut returned unsuccess- 
ful. The next day the masters held a council 
on the Java, and concluded there was no fur- 
ther hope of saving the ships, some of 
which were already badly nipped by the 
ice.

The ships altogether had 
about three mouths’ provisions, not enough to 
last through the winter. After a full discussion 
seeing no way out of the difficulty, they decided

BEFORE ESCAPE BECAME IMPOSSIBLE.

The ships were twenty or thirty miles irom 
land abreast of the West Head of Smith’s Bay.

THE MEETING LAST NIGHT. 

Last night the greatest crowd ever assem- 
bled in Chicago to listen to a political speech 
gathered at the Exposition building to hear 
Col. Ronmar G. Ions. At an early 
hour the main floor and galleries of that im- 
mense structure were packed to their utmost 
capacity, while the approaches to the build- 
ing were thronged, and thousands turned 
away unable to gain admittance. The 
vast audience that greeted Col. InczrsoL. 
was not of the sort that ordinarily 
turns out at political demonstrations. It was 
made up of the more thoughtful voters of 
the substantial business class, men not liable 
to be carried off their feet by fervid rhetoric, 
and who were attracted by the splendid rep- 
utation of the orator rather than with a view 
to making what is called a grand demonstra- 
tion. His speech is reported in full in Tar 
Tarom this morning. But no report could 
do full justice to his glowing eloquence, — the 
more eloquent because it was the eloquence 
of living truth, reinforced by irrefragable 
logic of facts, and delivered with that rare 
power which no other orator of this day 
possesses. The mighty throng as they listen- 
ed forgot the orator in contemplation of the 
real issues of the canvass—those that cannot 
be written down nor talked down—which 
were by him so _ vividly presented. 
The everwhelming enthusiasm with 
which the thousands there assembled 
responded to his appeal to them at this 
supreme moment to hazard no jot or title of 
the work of regeneration, final and complete, 
of the Union restored, demonstrates that the 
Republican party here, instead of being dead 
or a party of the past, was never inspired by 
more active purpose. The meeting may be 
justly characterized as a great awakening to 
the vital issues of the campaign. It guaran- 
tees that the work yet to be done will be 
well done, and that Hares and WHEELER 
will go out of Cook County with a tremen- 
dous majority. 

THE LEGISLATIVE BUMMERS. 

The Herculean labor of cleansing the 
Angean stables was mere child’s play as 
compared with the task of purifying the 
Democratic Legislative ticket, which was 
undertaken to appease popular wrath at the 
collection of bummers who were presented 
as the exemplars of the Confederate idea of 
Reform. The immensity of the job was 
fully appreciated, and hence not less than 
100 men were appointed to grapple with it. 
But even this strength in numbers did not 
screw Democratic courage to the sticking 
point, and there were only twenty-one in all 
who had the temerity to confront the bum- 
mers. The exceptional heroism of the twen- 
ty-one is accounted for mainly by the fact 
that they gathered rather to protect than to 
„% bounce, as the result showed. Those on 
hand were the usual lot of Perry Sirus, 
Mun Kenors, Pat Rarrertrys, Goos, 
Camenons, and sich,” so that it is 
not surprising that the process of puri- 
fication was of a nature to leave 
the ticket more foul and offensive, 
if possible; than it was before. The Con- 
federate organ in this city charged, a day or 
two ago, that the Committee on Legislative 
Smells had been made up in the interest of 
certain aspirants for the United States Sen- 
ate, and there was not much hope for im- 
provement. The result shows that the Con- 
federate organ was pretty well informed, and 
leaves even the pretense of purification ut- 
terly ridiculous and preposterous. 

It was admitted by decent men of all par- 
ties that the ticket, as presented, was an in- 
sult to the intelligence of this community 
and a disgrace to the politics of the day. 
Yet there were only two or three changes 
made, and these were adopted not for the 
purpose of getting rid of so many bummers, 
but for the purpose of adding some of the 
Greenback candidates, the further to 
carry out the compact between the 
Democrats and Greenbackers to get 
control of the Legislature, as they 
did two yearsago. Thus Day, who may 
fairly claim that he is no more of a bummer 
than Ene, Sexton, and half a dozen 
others who were retained, was crowded off 
in the First District to make room for one 
Brown, who had been nominated by the 
Greenbackers. So the withdrawal of Evans, 
the candidate for Senator in the Fourth Dis- 
trict, was simply used to foist another Green- 
back candidate—Scanton—on the ticket. 
These were about all the changes that were 
made except to add Tom Moran as a second 
candidate for the House in the Second Dis- 
trict, counting upon the Democratic notion 
that Tuomas will be extensively cut be- 
cause he is a colored man. 

Thus terminates the farce of sifting the 
Democratic local ticket. It never was any- 
thing more than a pretense. Anybody who 
is familiar with the class of ‘‘Reformers” 
bereabouts the fellows who nominate a man 
like Hoxte for Con gress—knows that the Leg- 
islative ticket is a fair representation of Dem- 
ocratic purposes and aspirations. It could 
not be improved or purified without endan- 


fellows to the Illinois Legislature who have 
neither the capacity nor the desire to assist 
Chicago and the State by an improvement 
of the Revenue and other laws needful, but 
who expect to be important factors, possibly 
with reward for their services, in the selec- 
tion of a United States Senator.

ing, a business-man of excellent reputation, 
and one who is in sympathy with the best 
principles of government, and because 
Horn is a vulgar boor, admittedly unfit for 
reputable associations, and gfotesque in con- 
nection with any public position, that Mr. 
Armen will be elected and Hoxr defeated 
without any difficulty. This does not follow 
as a matter of course. Hoxre expects to 
secure his election in the same way he com- 
passed his nomination. He went into Irish 
districts and got Irish delegates away from a 
popular Irishman who was his competitor 
for the nomination. Ashe used his money 
to accomplish this, he is using his money to 
carry the day. A little money goes a long 


“| way in times like these. Hoxr is working 


for himself. He is utterly indifferent whether 


the First District votes for Harzs or Tub, 


Cuniom or Stewaxrp, the Republican County 
ticket or the Democratic County ticket, so 
long as he can secure a majority of votes for 
Hoxie. When he puts out a $10 bill or a 
$50 bill, he does not exact as a consideration 
that the recipient shall desert the whole Re- 
publican ticket, but merely that he shall vote 
for Ho. He wants to go to Congress, and 
is willing to pay roundly for it. 

But Hoxre has other elements of strength 
besides his own money. If he goes to Con- 
gress it will be, not as the represent- 
ative of the people of Chicago, but 
as the representative of a certain ag- 
gressive railroad interest, which wants 
the people. of the North to contribute 
in taxes sufficient money to build another 
Pacific Railroad for the special benefit of the 
people of the South. He is backed by the 
influence of the railroad combination, which 
will not hesitate to give him all the voting 
material that can be commanded among the 
employes, and the use of cars for his coloniza- 
tion purposes. Get the confidence of any 
Democrat in town who knows the ropes, and 


he will tell you that the number of men em- [ 


ployed at the Stock-Yards about election 
time will exceed the average number of em- 
ployes by hundreds. He will also tell you 
that arrangements have been made even in 
the registration lists for voting these non- 
residents. The Republicans in the Fourth 
Ward discovered one case where some ten 
men had been registered as living in a barn. 
This is but one instance. It is also under- 
stood that certain packers whose nature 
is akin to Hoxm's are preparing to furnish 
temporary employment for any number of 
men who cannot be accommodated at the 
Stock-Yards. There is to be no means un- 
tried to pile up a sufficient vote for Horn, 
whatever may be the Republican majority 
for the National ticket in the First District. 


It is proper, therefore, that the friends of 


Mr. Albnron, the friends of good govern- 
ment, and the friends of Chicago should be 
on the alert, should poll the largest vote they 
can, and should diligently watch the prep- 
arations for fraud in these sections where 
they are making, in order to check them on 
election-day.

GETTING INTO DEBT. 

There is no liberty or opportunity more 
perilous to the financial solvency of States or 
of individuals than the fatal facility of get- 
ting into debt. The ability to borrow is 
oftentimes more fatal than the want of credit. 
The man who cannot borrow at least is not 
getting into debt, and whatever he produces 
beyond what he consumes ought to be his 
credit. But the facility of borrowing money 
is especially fatal to small States and to 
Municipal Governments. It offers irresisti- 
ble temptations to ambitious or corrupt Gov- 
ernments, and the instances have been nu- 
merous where such Governments, once having 
the taste of borrowed money, fail thereafter 
to ever retrench their expenditures so long 
as the money to pay interest on the debt can 
be borrowed on any terms. 

The British Colony of New Zealand is the 
latest instance of the rapidity of an increase 
of debt, and continued excess of expenditure 
over revenue, and of local extravagance—all 
made possible by the ability to borrow money. 
New Zealand is composed of two large islands 
and some small ones, having an aggregate 
area of 102,000 square miles. Until recently 
these islands were divided politically into 
nine Provinces, each with a complete Gov- 
ernment. In addition there was a Colonial 
Government. These ten Governments were 
very costly, and, without exception, each ex- 
pended annually more than they received. 
The Colonial Government was forced repeat- 
edly to befriend these provincial affairs, and 
finally, some year or more ago, the con- 
federated system broke down, and the nine 
Provinces were incorporated as one, but, at 
the same time, this centralized State assumed 
all the debts. 

The population of New Zealand in 1874 
was 299,000. More than half the country is 
mountainous, and the main product for ex- 
port is wool Corn and wheat sufficient for 
domestic use are raised. In 1856 the country 
owed a debt of $340,000. The annual defi- 
ciency between receipts and expenditures has 
been met by loans made in England, until, in 
1874, the debt reached $90,000,000. The new 
Government at once authorized an addition- 
al loan of £2,000,000, so this little colony 
begins the year 1876 with a debt of $100,- 
000,000. The trade of the country in 1874 
was: Imports, $40,609,060; exports, $26,- 
256,345. Of the exports more than half was 
wool. 

Now, what have these people to show for 
their one hundred millions of dollars of 
debt? In June, 1875, there were 152 
miles of railroad open for traffic, and the rails 
were laid on 110 miles additional, making in 
all 262 miles of railway. The other 750 miles 
authorized are yet to be built. The Colony 
has 2,312 miles of telegraph lines. And this 
is what the Colony has to exhibit-as the 
product of $100,000,000 of money borrowed 
and expended within the last t 


A twenty years. 
Taking the number of population, and the | 


penditure of money, with 


amount of property, and the trade, this ex- 
results, is 
even worse than that in New York. Here 
are 300,000 population, with a public debt 
equal to $350 per head, struggling hopelessly 
for existence, and each year becoming more 
and more involved. Some of these loans 
have been negotiated at a heavy discount, 
and all further ones must necessarily be. 
The policy of reducing expenditure is re- 
jected, and, so long as the Government can 
make new loans at any rate to raise money 
to pay the interest, the revenues of the coun- 
try and all other funds will be expended 
otherwise. Here is a mere handful of people 
upon anisland in the Pacific, with no natu- 
ral facilities beyond the mere support of the 
inhabitants, already burdened with a debt 

than was owed by the United States 
from 1791 to 1862, with the exception of 
the three years, 1816-1818, following the war 
with Great Britain. Of course such a debt, 
under such circumstances, must go on in- 
creasing so long as people in England will 
continue to invest in bonds, however desper- 
ate. The money-lenders of Great Britain 
have been very venturous, have taken large 
risks at large discounts, but have recently 
suffered heavily in their dealings with Tur- 
key, Egypt, and various South American 
States. 

This history of New Zealand and the enor- 
mous and rapid growth of her debt is but 
the history on a larger scale of many of the 
cities, counties, and even rural towns, in all 
parts of this country. The fatal facility of 
borrowing money, of creating debts, of sell- 
ing bonds, and mortgaging other people's 
property, has involved municipalities all over 
the country, which will remain à weight 
upon them for several generations. The title 
in fee simple to all New Zealand would hard- 
ly bring, at public sale, the amount of her 
debt, and there are municipalities in this and 
other States whose whole value will eventu- 
ally be consumed by taxation to pay interest 
and principal of their debts, represented by 
bonds sold, and the proceeds expended, and 
nothing left as the result. : 

RELIGION IN CHINA. 

In the last Sunday issue of Tun Tammo 
appeared the first of a series of articles upon 
Religion in China, setting forth the pecul- 
iarities of the doetrines of Conrucrus, as 
illustrated in the Chinese classics. To-day 
we continue the series with a reference to 
Buddhism, prefacing it with some general 
remarks upon the religious systems in China. 
The Chinese themselves speak of their re- 
ligious systems as three in number u. 
Kian, Sii<Kian, and Tau-Kian. The 
is synonymous with Confucianism, and re- 
fers to the system of ethics, political econ- 
omy, and ancient religious rites taught by 
Conrvorvs and his predecessors. The sec- 
ond is Buddhism, and the third Tauism. 
Outside of these three systems, there re- 
mains Mohammedanism, of which sect a few 
adherents are found in every part of the 
Empire, and a certain proportion of Jews 
and Roman Catholics, ef whom more here- 
after. 

Buddhism, which is emphatically the relig- 
ion of China and Eastern Asia in general, 
was introduced into China about the year 61 
of the Christian era, by an embassy which 
went to India to seek for religious teaching, 
and returned with the god and the religion 
of the Hindoos. The Chinese Buddhism 
differs, however, from that of India, Ceylon, 
Burmah, Siam, and Thibet. The eharacter- 
istics of the Buddhist system in China are a 
belief in a benevolent deity, associated with 
inferior ones, who are to save men from the 
consequences of sin, and also the doctrine of 
the transmigration of souls and the efficacy 
of good works. The temples of Buppua, or 
„Fun,“ as he is called in China, are found in 
all parte of the Empire, are costly and im- 
posing in appearance, and are rendered pe- 
culiarly picturesque by their pagodas. They 
are composed of several buildings in a line 
directly back of the front one, each portal 
being guarded by appropriate idols. The 
last of the series, the Great, Glorious, 
Precious Temple,” contains three large im- 
ages of Fun, called the Three Precious 
Ones,” surrounded by the eighteen Lo-han, 
persons who are supposed to be absorbed 
into Fun, and twenty-eight Sing-sin, repre- 
senting different stars. Immediatelyin front 
of the threefold Fun is a standing 
veiled image of Kwan-sHI-yin-Poo-san, a 
young virgin, with a child in her arms, and 
bearing so strong a resemblance to the Virgin 
Mary that the Roman Catholics have attrib- 
uted its existence to Satanic agency. The 
Buddhist priests are exceedingly ignorant. 
Their monasteries are numerous, and each 
has its Superior and overseer, which positions 
are filled by the more intelligent. The in- 
comes of the monasteries are derived from 
the voluntary contributions of the people and 
the proceeds of lands with which they have 
been endowed, and the duties of the priests 
are to chant, perform ceremonies in the 
temples, and beg. One class of priests live 
in rude huts or caves among the hills, spend- 
ing their time in the greatest retirement and 
austerity. There are others who live in 
closed rooms or cells, and there are large 
numbers of nuns and nunneries. The wor- 
shipers in the temples are mainly women. 
In the matter of faith and devotion, the Chi- 
nese woman is no exception to her sisters 
the world over. There is another reason, 
however, which accounts for the predomi- 
mance of female worshipers. Dr. 
Nevins says: “In accordance with 
the doctrine of the transmigration of souls, 
so prominent in the Buddhist system, the 
great end in the worship of Bopp is to 
secure a favorable position in the future 
state, in which it is supposed that indi- 
viduals will ascend or descend in the scale of 
existence according te the preponderance of 
their merits or demerits in this life. In 
consequence of the inferior station of women 
in China and their peculiar trials, being a 
woman is regarded asa great misfortune ; 
and in ‘the bitterness’ incident to their present 
lives they console themselves with the hope 
that their earnest devotions at the shrine 
of Buppsa will gain for them the position 
of ‘a man in good circumstances’ in the 
future state.” It is unnecessary, and we 
have not the space, to go into the details of 
this worship. The most interesting feature 
of the Buddhistic system is its close re- 
semblance in its government to Roman 
Catholicism. Both systems have an infal- 
Both have monasteries and nunneries. They 
deliver their prayers in an unknown tongue. 
They make prayers to Saints and inter- 
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great systems is shown by the fact that their 
worshipers include four-fifths of the human 
race. The essential difference between 
Buddhism and Confucianism is, that, while 
the latter deals with the present, the f 
treats almost exclusively of a future world 
and preparation for it. Confucianism gives 
to the Chinese no religion, and Buddhism 
came in to supply the religious want. The 
one is moral, the other metaphysical. In our 
next Sunday’s issue we shall examine Tauism, 
the materialistic system.

This 
is the “indignity” to which the people of 
South Carolina have, in the opinion of these 
two Generals, been subjected. 

It would be gratifying to the soldiers who 
fought for the Union to know what is the 
“deliverance near at hand for which these 
men in South Carolina are advised to bear 
their souls in patience.

BALLOT-BOX STUFFING IN CINCINNATI. 

The Republicans of Cincinnati are finding 
out that they let themselves be most shame- 
fully and foully swindled at the recent eleo- 
tion, whereby they lost two members of 
Congress and their whole county ticket. It 
seems that the TD Reformers organized 
gangs of repeaters from Kentucky, and voted 
them over and over again. Some of the vil- 
lains since returning home have boasted that 
they voted the Democratic Reform ticket 
twenty times! The total number of fraudulent 
votes polled are estimated at 2,500 to 4,000. 

The Gazette first took hold of the matter. 
It detailed men to copy all the names of the 
voting registers of a precinct, and arrange 
them alphabetically.

A list was then made of the re- 
maining names not found therein. These 
were given to sharp, vigilant canvassers, who 
visited every house in the precinct to ascer- 
tain where any of them could be found. The 
next thing was to publish a list of the names 
of those not found either in the Directory or 
in the precinct, and to call on the people to 
help hunt them up and find out what had 
become of those Reformers without a local 
habitation, and of whom only a name re- 
mained. 

In the Sixteenth Precinct of the Second 
Ward the Gazette found 153 names on the 
poll-books for whom no owners resided in 
the precinct. After duly publishing the list 
of names, and setting everybody to work 
searching for the absentees, four of them 
were found, but at last advices 149 were non 
est indentus, and it had been reduced toa 
moral certainty that not one of them lived in 


the precinct, but that every villain of them

As the entire fallacy of this argument, so 
far as the conclusion just quoted is con- 
cerned, does not at all occur to its author, 
who quietly dreams that he has made a dem- 
onstration of well-nigh mathematical neces. 
sity, it will probably escape the notice of 
many others who are less reflective. And 
yet nothing can be more obvious to a logical 
mind. It has two points of fundamental 
weakness. The first is the assumption that 
we have a right, because a conviction is 
clear, and even undubitable, in our own 
minds, to cempel others, who are not 
convinced, to act upon it.

But they forget that each party 
is equally sure that it is right, and is amazed 
at the stupidity and lack of candor of the 
other. Each man is, indeed, sosure of the 
correctness of his own view, especially in a 
matter touching religion, that often he is 
ready to die rather than to relinquish it. 
There have been martyrs by the thousand to 
Judaism, to heathenism, to Mohammedan- 
ism, to Christianity, and occasionally to in- 
fidelity. Under Christianity itself there 
have been these death-testimonies solemnly 
given, in turn, by Roman Catholics and 
by Protestants, by Prelatists and by 
Puritans, by Baptists and by Quakers.

GERMANY’S POSITION 

BERLIN, Oct. 21.—The National Zettéing ctatet 
that Germany has defined her position upon the 
armistice question as follows: She is indifferent 
whether an armistice of six weeks or six months 
is granted. Therefore, her interposition with 
the object of bringing out an understanding be- 
tween the Powers on this particular question 
could avail little; but, on the other hand, Ger- 
many never fails to recognize that the object to 
be arrived at is the restoration of an under- 
standing between the Powers, witha view of 
procuring a durable peacé. 

THE HOSTILITIES. 

Lowpon, Oct. 21.—A dispatch from 
says that Medun has capitulated to the Monte- 
negrins, who hold a Turkish garrison of 400 
men as prisoners of war. The Montenegrins 
have also taken the guns and ammunition of 
the Turks. | 

. THE POWERS IN CONSULTATION. 

Lonpow, Oct. 21.—A dispatch from Constan- 
tinople says: The Ambassadors of the Pow- 
ers met yesterday at the residence of Gen. 
Ingnatieff, the Russian Ambassador. It is be- 
lieved that they agreed upon a common action 
for procuring an understanding with the Porte 
regarding an armistice and conditions of 
peace.” 

IN THE INTEREST OF PRACE. 

Lonpon, Oct. 21.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says: The report is current here that the 
Powers have again collectively urged the 
Porte’s unconditional acceptance of the Eng- 
lish proposals.” 

RUSSIAN ULTIMATUM. 

London, Oct. 21.—A dispatch from Vienna 
says that Russia has presented to the Porte an 
ultimatum, embracing in substance the follow- 
ing points: First, a six weeks’ armistice, un- 
conditionally. Second, an administrative au- 
tonomy for Bulgaria, Bosnia, and Herzegovina. 
Third, the execution of reforms, under the su- 
pervision of Commissioners named by the Great 
Powers, and to be protected by an armed for- 
eign force. 

New York, Oct. 21.—Vienna dispatches re- 
port a sudden rise in securities on the Exchange, 
based, it is understood, on more favorable East- 
ern advices. 

it is reported from Constantinople that Tur- 
key accepts the Russian ultimatum. 

ALL AT SEA. 

Loxpox, Oct. 21..—The Times Vienna corre- 
spondent says he was mistaken about the Pow- 
ers which had declared their acceptance of the 
six months’ armistice. Neither Austria, France, 
nor Italy have notified the Porte of their ad- 
hesion to that proposal, though none had ob- 
jected to it. England alone, therefore, took 
formal action in its favor. The effect of this 
is that all the Powers except England remain in 
a position.to urge the Porte to concede to the 
Russian demand. On the other hand, it seems 
certain that Russia bas not the support of either 
Germany or Austria in the contemplated move- 
ment against Bulgaria. 

The announcement that the Czarewitch will 
visit the courts at Vienna, Berlin, and London 
seems to indicate that Russia is hesitating to 
act separately. Anyhow, the mission of Col. 
Detashkoff, the Czar’s Adjutant, to the Emperor 
of Austria, fared no better than that of Gen. 
Sumarakoff, and the weight of evidence goes to 
show that the other Powers have, like England, 
taken up an expectant attitude in the face of 
Russia’s warlike preparations, for there is also 
a contradiction of the Russo-Italian alliance 
from several quarters, including an inspired dis- 
patch from Rome which says: “Contrary to ru- 
mor, Italy, up to the present, maintains an atti- 
tude of reser re.“ 

LOCATION OF THE BIG GUNS. 

Prince Bismarck is still at Varzin. The Em- 
peror of Austria and Count Andrassy are at 
Pesth, and the Russian Court is at Livadia. 

At Belgrade it is declared that the Czar’s re- 
turn to St. Petersburg will be the signal for the 
entry of the Russian army into Bulgaria. 

THE AUSTRIAN REICHSRATH. 

A special dispatch from Vienna says two large 
clubs of the Constitutional party in the Austrian 
Reichsrath, the Club of the Left and Club of 
the Progressionists, held a sitting yesterday on 
questions to be put to the Ministers respecting 
the attitude of the Government upon the 
Eastern question. The majority of both 
clubs declare against any intervention, occupa- 
tion, or annexation whatever. Some objections 
as to the competency of the Reichsrath in for- 
eign affairs,hitherto reserved to the deliberation 
of the Austro-Hungarian delegations, were 


overruled. 

IN THE SERVIAN CAMP, 
according to the Times’ Vienna correspondent, 
the idea of peace is scouted.

Sudden Decrease in Currency Orders 
from the Wheat Country.

FINANCIAL. 


The only change in the financial situation was 
the falling off in the amount of currency ordered 
to the country. The decrease was mainly in the 
orders from the wheat districts. A Chicago bank 
that has one of the largest lines of country ac- 
counts did not receive yesterday a single order for 
currency from the wheat regions, to which ft sent 
every day last week and the week before tens of 
thousands of dollars. The orders from the hog 
districts are a trifle larger. 

The operations of the banks in discount were 
moderate. The demand for loans wae fair, and 
was an improvement on that earlier in the season. 
There is, however, no scarcity of funds, end all 
desirable paper is readily taken, though not at the 
reduced rates prevalent in preceding months. The 
country fs still a heavier borrower for funds with 
which to handle, and probably hold back from 
market its crop. Business paperis in better sup- 


| ply, though this in part is caused by the slowness of 


collections. 

Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent at the 
banks, with special rates in some special cases. On 
the street there is a scanty supply of good peper.

The prospects of peace in the Eastern Hemisphere 
were more decided, the report being current that 
Turkey had acceded to the demands made upon her 
by Russia; but the effect of this was largely dis- 
counted the previous day. The later newe to the 
effect that England had taken a decided stand fn 
regard to the occupation of Constantinople did aot 
come in time te produce any remarkable 
result, though the feeling toward the close 
was one of greater firmness. We note that the 
shipping movement was more active under an 
easier freight tariff, but it will require a very heavy 
outward movement to reduce our present large 
stocks to the velume they ought to be on the first 
edge of winter. There was again an important se- 
cumulation during the week, as shown by the fig- 
ures above. 

The dry goods trade was quietin most depart- 
ments, with prices ruling steady, except for prints, 
in which the tendency now seems to be to an easier 
state. Woolens, flannels, hosiery, shawls, blau- 
kets, and notions were fairly active, anda well- 
sustained demand for bleached and brown cottons 
was also noted. There was a fairly active and firm 
grocery market. 

The price-changes were confined te a slight ad- 
vance in coffees and sugars, both of which are in 
light supply at all dist?ivating points.

We have all 
heard of pastors urging their people to attend 
church, but this is the first recorded instance of 
a congregation being asked to vacate. The reason 
of the request is that Beecher has been set up as 
part of the Centennial show z and of the many 
thousand strangers who are here a very large pro- 
portion regard it as a solemn duty to hear him 
preach. The consequence is that the crowd around 
the church has so largely increased of late that the 
very street in front of the building has been block- 
aded. One of the pewholders is anxiously inquir- 
ing whether there is to be any reduction in the 
rents on account of the enforced absence. It is 
only just to say that this extraordinary request has 
thus far been generally complied with, and the 
Beecherites overflowed the other churches last 
Sunday quite generally. 

THE BONDS OF A PRETTY ACTRESS.

This was the last she saw of the gentleman 
for four weeks, and in the interim her mind was 
wrought up to a state of frenzy about the missing 
bonds. Last Saturday the gentleman made his ap- 
pearance again and handed her the receipt, but 
she was incredulous about the safety of the bonds, 
sO @ carriage was procured, and, in company with 
her friend, she went down town to the Equitable 
Building, and once more feasted her eyes upon the 
bonds, and ascertainedthe conditions of their safe- 
ty. She is happy now, and thinks that her bonds 
are in a safe piace, | 

HOW TO MAKE A FAITHFUL WATCHMAN. 

Experience has shown that the employment 
of a watchman to guard particular premises at 
night is by no means a sufficient security either 
against fire or robbery. The late A. T. Stewart 
was as afraid of being robbed by an inside 
watchman as by burglars, and many cases are 
cited by the police where fires have occurred upon 
premises in which watchmen have slept. The 
owner of a well-known stock of merchandise in 


Chambers street, this city, has hit upon a device 
which he believes beats all the watch-clocks 
other automatic contrivances for making h- 
men faithful ever heard of. His - Present 
watchman is a German who has been in 
his employ nearly twenty years. This 
German has deposi in his 8 
hands the sum of $500, upon which the latter pays 
his 7 per cent interest annually. He has en- 
tered into a regular Contract by which the watch- 
man agrees that if a fire originates upon the prem- 
ises during the hours of watching from dark to 
daylight, or the store is burglarized, then the $500 
ore mentioned is to be forfeited. The effect 
upon the watchfulness of the German is marvelous.

Several other emplo have 
heard of this experiment and are abou tating it.

munufacturers to fix discounts so that they will be

done in various ways. Recently a manufacturer 
was asked by the Supply Agent of a certain railroad 
to make a bid for a particular article of hardware. 
He gave his price, which was the lowest allowed by 
the terms of a compact between al! the manufacturers 
of the article required. He wastold that another 
merchant could sell it at a less i ge and, on in- 
vestigating the matter, found that it was true, 
though the bille were made out at regular rates. 
The trick was to give credit by error so much, 
and thus reduce the price. Again, in another 
case, @ dry-goods firm was detected in paying a 
cash commission to a buyer after selling the goods 
atanapparently low-down price. The manufac- 
turers who enter into combinations often find that 
somebody is cheating, and the cheating is always 
traced to the discount system. 
A RICH SHOEMAKER. 

In the taxables of Brooklyn appears the name 
of aGerman whose annual payments for taxes 
exceed those of many of the so-called princely 
merchants who live on the Heights. 
He pays taxes yearly upon real and 
personal property assessed at $250,000, but 
worth probably double thatamount. Yet this man 
works hard at the bench every day, and if he spends 
a dollar in recreation for his wife and children on 
Sunday he thinks it isa big thing.

NEW YORK. 
THE OLD AND THE NEW. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

sew York, Oct. 18.—There is at present an 
animated struggle for mastery between the re- 
vival of the “‘old-time” styles and the intro- 
duction of valuable novelties. The long point- 
ed vests and waists, the short shoulders, the 
more recent polonaise, and the still later basque 
are rivals almost eaually successful, the prece- 
dence, H there be any, being accorded to the pol- 
onaise. All garments of this sort are exceed- 
ingly long, and draped as tightly as possible 
across the front. All looping in the back is 
done very low, and this is owing to the intro- 
auction of the crinoline, which is so arranged 
that distension occurs only below the hips. The 
plain polonaise is the chief favorite, but those 
irregularly draped, or longer on one side than 
the other, are also much sought. Another mod- 
ification has a simulated basque either 
back or front, and is very graceful.
